Hurricane season starts on June 
Ist, and lasts through November 
30th. It is important for everyone to 
plan well ahead of time for the po- 
tential adverse effects of hurricanes 
in this area, and be prepared to pro- 
tect lives and property. 

One of the major hazards accom- 
panying hurricanes and _ tropical 
storms in this area is flooding. Cof- 
fee County needs not be reminded of 
the devastation caused by flooding. 

In 1990 and 1994, flood waters 
caused major damage in the county 
and in some cases completely de- 
stroyed homes and personnel posses- 
sions. 

Much has been done in the way 
of prevention in this area. Some ex- 
amples are: 

1) An excellent

2) An area flood warning system 
has been installed and is maintained 
and monitored locally. 

3) Several flood control projects 
have been completed in Enterprise - 
notably in the area around city hall. 

4) Many projects by private citi- 
zens, such as drainage systems, re- 
taining walls, etc. have been put in 
place. 

5) Elba, Enterprise, New Brock- 
ton and Kinston have stringent re- 
strictions and standards relating to 
construction in defined flood hazard 
areas.

Also, it is important to note that 
grants from FEMA to individual 
property owners are normally limit- 
ed to $12,500.00 (not nearly enough 
to cover catastrophic losses). T 
grant is only payable when the dam- 
age occurred as a result of a Federal- 
ly declared disaster situation, and not 
for the many instances when damage 
is localized. 

An alarming fact is that, despite 
the ready availability of flood insu- 
rance, there are only 399 flood insu- 
rance policies in effect in all Coffee 


tection factor which is readily availa- 
ble but widely ignored, and that is 
flood insurance. 

Normal homeowners’ or renters’ 
insurance policies do not cover dam- 
age caused by flooding. A separate 
flood insurance policy must be ob- 
tained to provide protection from 
damage or loss caused by flooding. 

Flood insurance policies are 
available to everyone living in Cof- 
fee County, and usually at reason- 
able prices. 

A structure (residence or busi- 
ness) does not have to be in a de- 
fined flood hazard area to be eligible 
for flood insurance. In fact, struc- 
tures outside defined flood hazard 
areas usually qualify for “preferred 
risk” rates. 

Many people think that because 
they live outside defined flood haz- 
ard areas, they are not at risk for 
flooding. That is simply not true.
